Death of Mrs, Dr. Williamson, a S 
ter of Capt. Allan H. Dongall, in 
China.—Her Noble 
Life. 


The United Presbyterian Mission’ 
ary Record, of Glasgow, gives us intel­ 
ligence of Mrs. Rev. Dr. Williamson’s 
death, at Toongshin, China, August 24, 
last. 
Mrs. 
Isabella Williamson 
was 
daughter of Mrs. John Dougall and 
sister of Captain Allan H. Dougall, of 
our city, and Dr. Wm. Dougall, of Jol­ 
iet, Illinois. 
Mrs. Dr. M. F. William­ 
son, of New Haven, this county, and 
Mrs. Joseph F. Bennett, of Antwerp, 
Ohio, are her sisters, and are well known 
to the readers of T h e S b n tin e ii. 
She was born May 12, 1832, was mar­ 
ried April 20, 1855, to the Rev. Alex. 
Williamson, who had just fiuished his 
education and consecrated himself to 
the mission field, and, hand in hand, the 
two commenced th“ir I’fe’s work, setting 
sail from London, England, for their 
field of labor, on board the ship “Ham 
ilia Mitchell, May 21, 1855, arriving in 
Shanghai, China, after a tedious voyage 
of over five months. From this time to 
the day of her death her every energy 
has been spent for the Christianization 
of her Chinese sisters. 
Besides her de­ 
voted husband, now a lonely man in a 
heathen land, she leaves a daughter, who 
is married to a Mr. King, of the Chinese 
British legation. 
Rev. Dr, Williamson has distinguished 
himself in the missionary field in China, 
but his devoted Christian wife has been 
untiring in her efforts to promote the 
welfare of the heathen women. 
She 
journeyed far and near with her hus­ 
band, organized work, taught school, 
visited the sick and distributed the word 
of life everywhere in the foreign land. 
Her death has called forth hearty 
tributes from the English press in the 
district where she was best known. The 
North China Daily News, of August 30, 
contains an article written. Dr. William­ 
son informs us, by the oldest and chief 
merchant in Ohefoo, which thus opens: 
“A worthy and noble minded Scottish 
Christian gentlewoman has just passed 
away from this life to eternity, whose 
charitable and exemplary patience and 
perseverence in works of benevolence to 
the Chinese of Shantung, renders it be­ 
fitting that this tribute of respect to her 
memory should be offered by one of the 
many who have perceived her simple 
and unostentatious and unselfish davo- 
tion amidst numerous difflculties, for 
nearly a quarter of a century.” 
The article goes on to say that “her 
many good actions and untiring services 
__ remain enshrined in the grateful 
recollection of the hundreds of young 
and old, of all classes of Chinese who 
have receiv ed substantial benefits both 
of moral and religious instruction, and 
of restored health through ner ministra 
tions.” 
“The mourners of their good friend 
of many years have shown their affec­ 
tion for her, in carrying and following 
in large numbers her mortal remains to 
their earthly resting place on the South 
era hill, and her name will long remain 
as a household word at their hearths for 
their children and for generations to 
come. And far away, also towards the 
west of Shantung, in the great provin­ 
cial city of Wei-hien to which, regard­ 
less of all personal discomforts Isabella 
Williamson in times gone by accompan­ 
ied her husband, in a long and tedious 
journey, and where she tended with her 
own hands, and soothed with kind words 
in their own language, which she spoke 
fluently, innumerable Chinese women of 
good and gentle families, and whoever 
else of whatever class sought her aid, 
the reoollection of her good works dwells 
unceasingly.”

COOKING. 


A. Good Wife Ought to be a Good 
Cook. 


A large audience assembled in the lec­ 
ture room of the First Presbyterian 
church 
yesterday evening and were 
highly entertained in a lecture on cook­ 
ing by Mrs. Emma P. Ewing, of the 
Ames college, Iowa. She said the kitch­ 
en and its operations was tLe mo3t impor­ 
tant one of (fur life; for there are eight 
million kitchens in this country, from 
which sixty millions of men, women and 
children are daily fed. And it is a most 
neglected subject, wonderful to say. We 
look after our businees interests, our 
family interests, our political interests, 
with very great concern, and almost 
wholly neglect the interests of the kitch­ 
en. We spend much money on the par­ 
lor, the horary, the dining room; and 
beyond the price of the stove or range 
there is hardly ten dollars spent on the 
kitchen. Oftentimes the same battered, 
half-worn vessels are made to do service 
in roasting, baking, stewing fish, flesh, 
foul, bread; yes, and sometimes in the 
cooking of the pmldiug. Consequently, 
without proper attention, without clean 
liness, without suitable vessels, without 
fresh air and sunshine, with ignorant 
cooks, there is an immense amount of 
bad food, detrimental to health, eaten 
by these sixty millions of people. 
We 
have journals of commerce and trade in 
all their several departments—political 
journals, religious journals, and none 
for that large and most important de 
partment—the kitchen. 
We have pro* 
fessors of music, law, medicine, “olo- 
gies,” “isms” and “ics” innumerable, 
and about twenty teachers of cooking; 
and only one institution in the country 
devoted to this branch of our physical 
life. And so there is great ignorance in 
this most important department. 
How 
many cooks in these eight millions of 
kitchens know how to make healthy, 
nutritious bread? How many kno w how 
to broil a beef steak, or a chop? 
What 
au immense quantity of slop goes out of 
these same kitchens under the name of 
tea and coffee? Consider what immense 
waste there is in the bad cooking of the 
millions of pounds of flour, sugar, meat, 
meal, tea, coffee and eggs daily used in 
these kitchens. It is time that our peo­ 
ple learn—especially learn—how to best 
prepare these necessaries of our daily 
living.

Black furs have the decided prefer- 
ence this season, especially the long- 
laired 
varieties, 
says 
Bemorest's 
Jlonthly 
for December. 
The shorter 
fars, although still 
popularly 
worn, 
liave fallen from fashionable favor, 
owing to the facility with which they 
<;an be imitated. 


Black lynx, marten, and fox are es- 
pecially fashionable, and monkey-fur 
!iaa become standard. 
The latter fur 
•ioes not lend itself so readily to trim- 
ming purj^oses as the others, 
the pelt 
being thicker, and the hair more «tub- 
born and falling naturally only in one 
direction from the pelt. 
It is tliere- 
fore most frequently employed 
for 
iauffs, although it is used for collars, 
due attention being given to the direc- 
tion of cutting for sucli puri:)Osc; 
and 
for trimmings that are not continuous, 
as a single band doAvn the front of a 
garment, or one on each side, for one 
of which the piece can be reversed 
so 
that the 
hair on 
both 
will 
hang 
downward. 
When used for a stole it is 
necessarily pieced in tlie middle of the 
back, for the reason above stated, but 
the piecing must be 
carefully done, 
else the pelt will be exposed at 
the 
joining. 


"White, blue, and silver fox furs are 
among the fashionable favorites, but 
arc delicate and costly, especially the 
two latter, and consequently are exclu- 
sive in their uses. 
They trim rich fab- 
rics handsomely, especially velvet, and 
are a favorite garnitxire for 
elegant 
evening wraps. 


Gray fox and natural raccoon 
are 
much used for trimming cloth and simi- 
lar goods in all the fashionable colors. 
Beaver and otter retain their 
well- 
deserved popularity, and the beaver in 
natural shades is esj^ecially eflfective on 
costumes of brown and green woolen 
fabrics. 
Chinchilla is used to a limited 
extent, and is considered suitable only 
for young girls and children. 
It is a 
handsome garniture on plush and vel- 
vet, and is used on these materials for 
children's cloaks. 
Persian lamb, with 
its glossy black curls, is a preferred 
trimming on green, brown, 
and 
dark 
red, to which it furnishes a most effect- 
ive contrast, and it is also the 
first 
Viee for use with mourning fabrics.

- Bioeadfed 
plash and velvet aflP thé leading ma- 
terials ffr use with rkh plain silk stuffs. 
But little white bi^aded silk is de- 
manded, although there is some call 
for it for use with plain faille or satin 
for young ladies' bridal dresses.

The season's imports of elegant ma- 
terials for evening wear are exception- 
ally rich, varied, and attractive. 
Bro- 
caded frise, plush, and velvet are con- 
spicuous in the finest assortments, and 
the artistic combinations of color make 
them notably beautiful and desirable. 
New beaded and embroidered fabrics 
are particularly choice and unique. 
A 
novelty is a deep flouncing embroidered 
in cashmere-colored silks on white net. 
Beads, cord, sequins, and tinsel threads 
are lavishly employed, 
and 
colored 
stones 
are 
strung like beads 
and 
wrought into the embroidery. 
Velvet 
and plush figures are appliqued upon 
lace grounds, and outlined with fine 
beads and tinsel. 
Bead embroideries 
will be extensively used. 
Very elegant 
designs in pearl beads in white, pink, 
and blue are shown, also rich bands 
and panels with chenille and pearl 
beads. 
Laces in wide nets are covered 
with 
rich 
beaded 
embroidery, 
and 
drops, tassels, 
and sequins, in 
ex- 
quisitely blended tints, are seen in the 
newest arrivals. 


Plush and velvet, and frise and plain 
brocadings on satin and faille grounds 
are among the popular evening ma- 
terials this season. 
In their general 
features they follow quite closely the 
patterns and colors of similar fabrics 
that may be used for elegant visiting 
and dinner dresses. 
Stripes are here, 
as in all other departments of dress, 
most in favor, and combinations of 
striped and plain goods are generally 
employed. 
Cream and ivory-white, 
pale-pink, blue, 
corn-color, 
salmon, 
and pale-green are popular, and helio- 
trope will be used to a moderate ex- 
tent, but less, by far, than was pre- 
dicted by some authorities at the open- 
ing of the season. 
All shades of this 
color are especially difficult to manage. 
They kill nearly all light shades io their 
viciliity, and the entire surroundings 
must be arranged with reference to 
their use if artistic effects are expected. 


Among the 
novelties, 
or, 
more 
properly, revivals, in rich evening 
fabrics, are the flowered velvets that 
are made by cutting the surface of 
what is known as velvet cloth. This 
produces a material at once artistic and 
elegant, and one that comes into favor 
at regular intervals because of its in- 
trinsic beauty. The present season's 
colors are not unlike those seen in the 
rich ribbons of some years ago—deli- 
cate shades of rose, straw-color, light- 
green, and indeed the entire range of

Uacon Avas bora in 15G0. 
He is said 
to have giA'en precocious evidence of 
his genius from a very early age. From 
his father's positson he Avas naturally 
much noticed by Queen Elizabeth, Avho 
used to idayfully call him her "little 
lord-keeper." 
His progress at Cam- 
bridge, 
Avhere he was 
educated, 
is 
stated to have been so rapid and mar- 
A'elous that at IG years of age he had 
exhausted the Avhole cycle of the studies 
of the period, and had even penetrated 
the fallacies of the reigning philosophy 
—a philosophy of which he was to be- 
come the exposer and eradicator. 
Be- 
fore he Avas 19 years of age ho Avrote a 
"General 
lieview of 
the 
State of 
Europe. ' 
He 
Avas making a tour oi 
France at the time, Avhen his father's 
sudden 
death recalling him to En- 
gland, 
he entered 
Gray's Inn, 
and 
rapidly rose to the highest honors of 
his profession—attorney 
general, and, 
finally, lord high 
chancellor. 
While 
holding this high office, to which he 


Avas promoted by James I., he Avas ac- 
cused of bribery and corruption, tried 
by the House of Lords, found guilty, 
and sentenced to pay a tine of £4:0,000, 
and to remain prisoner in the toAver 
during the King's pleasure. 
The tine 
and punishment were both soon after- 
Avard remitted, and he retired to private 
life to pursue those investigations and 
Avrite those Avords which have made his 
na)ue ii household Avord oA'er the Avhole 
civilized globe. He died in 1G2G. Hobbs, 
the philos02)her, Avho Avas one of 
his 
favorite 
companions, 
said 
that 
the 
"cause of his lordshiji's death Avas try- 
ing an expei'iment. 
As he Avas taking 
the air in a coach Avith Dr. V/itherborne, 
snow lay on the ground, and it came 
into mj- lord's thoughts Avhy flesh might 
not be i)reserved in snoAv as in salt. 
They Avere resolved to try the experi- 
ment, and staid so long in doing it that 
Lord Bacon got a shivering fit. 
He 
Avent to Lord Arundel's house, Avhere 
h(! Avas put into a damp bed, and died a 
fcAv davs afterAvard."—Toledo Blade.

Mr. H. M. Hoxie died at his rooms in 
the Meti-opolitan Opera House in this city 
on Tuesday. 
The caase of bis death was 
exhaustion consequent on an operation 
performed on him at Saratoga in June last 
by removing stones from his bladder. He 
had also suifered from kidney disease for 
the la=st thirty-five years. 
Mrs. Hoxie and 
Capt. Hayes were with him when he ex- 
pired. 


Shortly after the troubles on the Wabash 
system of railroads and the Southwestern 
roads last May Mr. Hoxie began to com- 
plain of pains in his loins. Finally he be- 
came BO much worse that he was compelled 
to give up his work and take a much- 
needed rest. The trouble with the strikers 
worried him very much. He left St. Louis 
in the latter part of May and came East to 
Saratoga. 
After consultation with a phy- 
sician he conchided to have the operation 
performed which resulted in his death. 
After the operation Mr. Hoxie was relieved, 
and felt better for a time than he had for 
years. 
He boped that by taking a rest he 
Avonld regniii his health entirely. 


^IR. Hoxie, in company Avith his wife, 
took a trip lo Montreal Aug. 20. From 
there TH?Y Avent to Quebec and the White 
Mountains. 
He came to New York Sept. 
II>, AND took apartments in the Broadway 
iiats in the iletropolitan Opera Hous« 
block. 
His physicians, Drs. Metcalfe and 
"Ward, were culled. He was still weak from 
the eirects of the operation. 
Any excite- 
ment was dfleU R ous. lie failed rapidly, 
bat SNILVI-JD little. 


Mr. lioxie s YORITH was spent in Polk 
Conuty. Iowa. He lame of a ))oor family, 
and his IIR-t occupation was that of a 
hostler in a country hotel. 
There he be- 
came ac quainted with manj* prominent 
men. At* ti.e outbreak of the war he 
entered politics. 
In IHI'I-I-O he was chair- 
man of th ' Iowa iiepublican State C'om- 
niittee and V, a.s ait» rwaril appointed United 
States Marsha?. 
Afitrt':e war he removed 
to I'alestiuc, Texas, and becan:e connected 
with the mana'J;emont of the lutornational 
liailroad, holding the positions of Super- 
intendent and (rentral 
Superintendent. 
When Mr. Gould ORCIANIZED the Wabash 
eystom he chose Mr. Hoxie for First Vice 
Prer^ident, and his headquarters was es- 
iablished at St. Louis. 
Mr. Hoxie was 
Third Vice President of tho Missouii Pa- 
ci'ic, and for several years General Man- 
ager of the road. 
He 
Avas one of Mr. 
(iould s most trtisted lieutenants, and at 
the time of the recent Southwestern strike 
•o great was Gould'T! confideuce in him that 
when it was proposed to settle the strike 
by arbitration the matter was placed in Mr, 
Hoxie's charge.

Mr. Blaine refused to be 
interviewed on the subject, but talked quite 
freely to several intimate friends. One of 
them said: 


"Mr. Blaine made no response whateA'er 
to ILR. Edmunds' greeting. 
This is what 
happened: Mr. Edmunds was seated on a 
sofa Avhen Mr. Blaine entered the parlor. 
Mr. BLiiue bowed to Colonel McMichael, 
and Mr. Edmunds advanced to greet Mr. 
B aine Avith his right hand extended, say- 
INRR ' Good mornmg. Mr. Blaine.' 
Mr. 
Blainv was in the A-t of drawing off his 
gloves. 
He give the Vermonter a quick 
glance out of the comers of his eyes, and, 
without any show of recognition, stepped 
forward to' shake hands with Colonel Mc- 
Michael. 
JLR. Edmunds appeared sur- 
prised. His face ilushed slightly, and he 
letired to his seat on TBE sofa. Mr. Blaine 
expressed his regret at the occnireuce to 
Colonel McMichael, and shortly afterward 
loft the house.

BEMmSCEKCES OF PUBUC MEN.

Boscoe Conkling, when transferred 
from tbe House to the Senate, was a 
type of manly beauty; tall, well-made, 
with broad shoulders and compact 
chest and an erect carriage. He was 
always dressed with scrupulous neat- 
ness,' wearing a dark frock-coat, light- 
colored vest and trousers, with gaiters 
buttoned over his shoes. His nose was 
large and isrominent, his eyes of a 
bluish-gray hue, surmounted by heavy 
dark auburn eyebrows, his side whisker.s 
curled closely, and his hair ran down 
with a sharp point into the middle of 
his broad, bald forehead where it rose 
in a curl. His language was elegant, 
and when he spoke on the floor eveiy 
word was clearly enunciated, while 
slow and deliberate gestures lent effect 
to what he said. 


The assassination of Lincoln created 
a profound sensation at the South, 
where the people believed that it 
would bring upon them a weight of 
condemnation and a severity of punish- 
ment they wouht not have otherwise 
been compelled to bear. 
On the fifth 
day after the assassination, while Jefíer- 
son Davis was addressing a crowd of 
curious and panicky people from the 
steps of the house of Mr. Bates, in 
Charlotte, N. C., tha following dis- 
patch was handed him: 


"GKEEN.^BORO, April 19, 1865. 


"IIis ExooUeiicy President Du-vis : 


"President Lincoln was assassinated 
in the theater, iu Washington, on the 
night of the 11th inst. 
Seward's house 
was entered on the same night, and he 
was rej^eatedly stabbed, and is prob- 
ably mortally wo inded. 


"JouN C. BKECKINRIDOK." 


Mr. Bates, v/hose guest Davis was, 
testiried that l^avis, after reading the 
disi>atch to the people, said: 
"If it 
were to be done, it were better it were 
well done." 
Soon after, Breckinridge, 
having come to see Davis at the same 
l^lace. expressed regret that Lincoln 
had been kiih d, as he thought it un- 
fortunate for the Southern people. 
Davis replied: "Well, (íoneral, I don't 
know; if it were to be done at all, it 
were better that it were well done; and 
if tlie same had besni done to Andy 
Johnson, the beast, and to Stantoii, the 
job would then be complete." 


President Johnson suffered by his 
kindness to pardon-brokers, prorament 
among whom was a good-looking young 
woman named Mrs. Cobb. She was a 
constant visitor at the White House, 
and boasted that she could obtain par- 
dons in six hours for a proper pe- 
cuniary consideration. Deieotive Baker 
worked u]i a fictitious case for the pur- 
pose of entrapping her. 
She agreed, 
]n writing, for 
to obtain the par- 
don of Captain Hine, receiving $100 
cash down, the rest to be paid when 
the jDardon was delivered. 
After the 
pardon was signed by President John- 
son, Detective Baker laid the papers 
before him, upon Avhlch the President 
grew very angry, and finally ordered 
Detective Baker 
from 
the 
White 
House. Mrs. Cobb and her friends in- 
sisted that it was a "put-up" job, and 
the grand 
jury indicted 
Detective 
Baker, but the case was never brought 
to trial. 


Gen, Grant went to Kichmond in 
May, 18GT, to visit the battlefield of 
Cold Harbor. 
He rode out of the city 
on Sunday morning in a four-horse car- 
riage, and passed several hours in vis- 
iting the scene of one of the most san- 
guinary and stubborn battles of the 
war. The battle lasted during three 
days, after which Gen. Grant changed 
his base to James Kiver. 
The appear- 
ance of the battlefield when he re- 
visited it was but little changed. Rows 
of earth-works on either side still re- 
mained. There was no part of the 
ground under cultivation, the soil being- 
very poor, but many small trees had 
sprung up. 
That portion of the field 
known as the fronts of the center lines, 
where the contest raged hottest, showed 
the unmistakable marks of a fight. 
Many of the trees were thoroughly 
pitted v/ith musket and rifle balls, while 
others of them were shattered and bent 
over to the ground by the combined 
firing of the massed artillery on either 
side. Gen. Grant was unable to find 
the exact location of his headquarters 
upon the Cold Harbor battlefield, but 
the positions held by Gens. Hancock, 
Baldy Smith, Wright, and Gibbons 
were pointed out. The bodies of 1,900 
Federal soldiers, hastily buried after 
the battle was over, had been disin- 
terred and buried in a Gev^-nment 
cemetery on the White House road. 
Pieces of clothing, parts of shoes and 
equipments could be distinguished here 
and there amid the dirt and gravel. 
The whole scene was one of desolation. 


Isaac Newton, of Pennsylvania, was 
placed at the head of the Agricultural 
Bureau of the Patent Office by Presi- 
dent Lincoln, and in due time he be- 
came the head of tho newly created 
Department of Agriculture. He was an 
ignorant, credulous old gentleman,very 
large about the waistband, with snow- 
white hair and a mild blue eye. 
Edu- 
cated a Quaker, he had amasaed some 
property by keeping an ice-cream sa- 
loon in Philadelphia, and he then es- 
tabl shed a farm,from which he obtainetl 
his supplies of cream. At Washington 
he was known as Sir Isaac, and some of 
the following ane; dotes will illustrate 
his character and capacity: One day 
some wag picked up a common duck in 
the street and carried it to Sir Isaac, 
telling him it was a rare species. 
Sir 
Isaac had it caged, and took great de- 
light in exhibiting it to Jiis visitors. 
One day, when showing it as usual to a 
lady visitor, he stroked it on the back 
and said: 
"See, madam, has it not the 
most beautiful ' foliage' of any bird 
you ever saw?" At another time the 
expenses of iSir Isaac's department had 
been very great, and the Chairman of 
the Committee on Agriculture called on 
l)im to explain how he had used uj) so 
much money. Sir Isaac spluttered and 
talked learnedly, and at last concluded 
by saying: 
"Yes, sir; the expenses 
Jiave been very great, exorbitant; in- 
deed, sir, they have exceeded my most 
sanguine expectations." 
The " Chair- 
man was satisfied. Looking over Isaac's 
estimate for the year it was found he 
had made requisition for $5,000 to pur- 
chase two hydraulic rams. The com- 
mittee sent ior Sir Isaac to explain 
what he was going to do with hydraulic 
rams in the Agricultural Department. 
"Them, gentlemen," said Sir 
Isaac, 
"are said to be the best sheep in Europe. 
I hiive seen a gentleman who knows all 
about them, and we should, by all 
means, secure the breed." Some wag 
had been selling Sir Isaac, and, much 
to his disgust, the committee struck out 
tlm íj;5,0ü0 item. 
One day he was 
writing a letter to a farmer, telling him 
when to haul out manure. The old man 
did not know how to «pell the word,

Destructive Air Gun. 


Lieut. Zalinski, of the United Statrts 
navy, has invented a pneumatic gun 
which will carry an explosive over two 
miles. The gun consists of a wrought 
iron tube lined with brass. It is sixty 
feet long and has an eight-inch bore. 
Air at a pressure of 1,0l;0 pounds to 
the square inch is let into the tube be- 
hind the projectile to force it from the 
tube. 
The projectile consists of a 
brass tube forty-five itiches long, filled 
with the explosive, nitro-gelatine. 
At 
one end is a cap shaped like a rifle bul- 
let, and at the other a six-ioot wooden 
tail, that serves to keep the projectile 
end on, like an arrow. 
The whole 
weighed 209 pounds. 
The charge is 
exploded by a minute electric battery 
in the front end, which becomes active 
when the projectile plunges under the 
water. 


The account of the experiments in 
New York bay is interesting. 
Tho gun 
was supported at an elevation of about 
34 degrees by a frame work. 
Under 
the frame work were eight long, iron 
cylinders which contained compressed 
air. A projectile loaded with sand was 
hoisted up and shoveled into the breech 
of the tube, which was then closed. 
Then everybody looked intently at the 
muzzle of the gun while the Lieutenant 
gave half a turn to a crank. With a 
shriek that could be heard two miles 
away, the arrow-like projectile climbed 
up toward tho clouds and finally drop- 
ped with a si:)J.ash into the water two 
and a quarter miles down toward the 
old buildings at the Quarantine islands. 


A second sand shell was sent off, and 
then the com])any went on the boat and 
were carried over to a place near where 
tho projectiles struck the water, iu or- 
der that they might the better see the 
work of a nitro-gehitine shell. 
Two 
shells, containing fifty pounds each, 
were first fired, followed by one con- 
taining 101) pounds. 
The spectators 
could plainly trace the flight oi' each. 
The first disappeared without leaving 
any other trace than was leit by a blank 
projectile. The second one went down 
iu like manner, and whan everybody 
was thinking that this one also had 
failed to explode the surface of the 
water became covered with foam. The 
shell, it was explained, had exploded 
in the mud about eighty feet below. 
Then, after r. long wait, the puff" of 
frozen vapor frc>m the mouth of the gun 
indicated that the shell with 100 pounds 
of the explosive was on its v/ay. 
It 
came along in a wabbling flight until it 
l)lunged into the water only a few hun- 
dred yards astern of the little steam- 
boat. 
The water closed over it, but in 
an instant a column of spray rushed 
150 feet straight up into the air, while 
the waves danced for fifty feet around. 
A dense cloud of yellow smoke rose in 
the midst of the spray. 
A report like 
that of a big cannon was heard, and 
then the water became quiet again. 
It 
had been demonstrated that 100 pounds 
of the most powerful of explosives 
could safely be hurled 
two 
miles 
through the air by the force of com- 
pressed air and then fired under water 
at the moment desired by the gunners. 


Underground Telegraphs. 


The substance used for insulating 
underground wires in England, where 
the system of subterranean lines lias 
been longer on trial than anywhere 
else, is gutta percha. A thick covering 
of tins substance is laid over the wire; 
this is thickly tarred, then covered 
with linen tajie and another coating of 
tar laid on. 
This is needed to keep 
the gutta pert ha from the atmosjihere, 
exposure to which causes it to crack 
and decay, thus destroying the insula- 
tion. 
In Germany the subterranean 
lines are covered similarly to ocean 
cables, with layers of gutta percha, 
about which is wound tarred hemji, the 
whole encased in a covering of iron. 
In England there are over ten thousand 
miles of underground wire in opera- 
tion, but it is complained that the in- 
sulation obtained through their method 
of covering wire is not perfect, that 
rats often get into the pipes and gnaw 
the gutta percha envelopes, ^nd that 
these are also injured by insects and a 
species of fungus. Several improve- 
ments in insulation have been tried in 
this country. 
The Brooks system, in- 
vented by David Brooks, of Philadel- 
phia, is said to be the most successful. 
In this the wires are first wrapped in 
cotton, and then as many as fifty or 
more are bound together in a tight 
cover or netting, the whole being then 
inclosed in a pipe. 
The pijie is then 
filled with liquid parafiine and is kept 
continually full under pressure, the oil 
serving not only a? a water-tight pro- 
tection but a perfect insulator for the 
cable. 
All underground Avires are laid 
in sections, generally of about four 
hundred yards in length, and are then 
joined. Boxes with trap covers are 
placed at the joints for convenience in 
testing the wires and drawing them in 
or out. Connections are made with un- 
derground vrires just as with wires 
above ground, the only difference being 
the added difficulty in the former case. 
The main objection to subterraner.n 
lines is tlie difficulty and expense of 
keeping them in rej)air. When a line 
does not work well it is very hard to 
ascertain where the trouble is, and no 
easy task to remedy it when found.— 
/n/er Ocean.

The Process of Bedoelnir Rotnch Ores JEw 


tertalulnsly and Intelll^ntly Described. 
Perhaps the most interesting indus- 
trial feature of Colorado is found in the 
mining of the precious metal^ and the 
reduction of the ores after they are 
mined. The popular mind of the East 
doubtless figures itself a ledge of rock, 
through which run minnte wires of 
bright metal, and the hammer ng out 
of these wires or of nuggets from the 
rock as the process oi extraction. But 
the 
gray-bearded 
prospector, 
who 
roams the i\ocky Mountains, does 
not search for anything bright. 
There 
are a thousand dull forms, which to 
the average man are but common rocks, 
yet to him convey the impression of 
gold and silver; so when, as I recently 
did, you come into one of the great 
smelting works of Denver and are told 
that more than a million of dollars 
worth of ore is piled up before you, 
the impression is but of a lot of com- 
mon rocks which might be taken from 
any hill in Wisconsin or Pennsylvania, 
The Argo Smelting Works, which pro- 
duce more than $3,000,000 worth of 
gold and silver annually, are perhaps 
the most interesting about Denver, for 
the reason that here the process is 
complete from the first crushing of the 
ores to their refinement into the purest 
metal. 


You enter a stone-walled inclosure 
not unlike that of a penitentiary, for 
where ores are sometimes worth $5 per 
pound they cannot be allowed to lie 
where the midnight prowler can pick 
them. 
Long stone buildings are scat- 
tered about, and high brick chimneys 
rise in every direction. 
You must pro- 
cure a pass at the office, and armed 
with this the sentry at the gate passes 
you. I-et me begin at the beginning. 
Su})pose for an instant that you are 
an lionest miner and have come to Den- 
ver with four or five car-loads of ore. 
You see the locomotive carry your cars 
into the works and the ore unloaded 
before the gigantic crushing 
ma- 
chines. The great blocks of ore are 
thrown into the iron jaws, and the 
small bits are carried by an elevator to 
heavy iron rollers, until the whole is 
reduced to the size of a pea. 
From 
time to time shovelfuls have been 
thrown to one side as samples. 
These 
ai-e now crushed again, and parts tak- 
en as averaging the whole. 
You fol- 
low these io the assayer, who mixes 
them carefully, and again takes half a 
dozen minute parts, which he places in 
as many small cui)3 made of bone dust, 
and iu the same cups certain other sub- 
stances known as fluxes. 


On the floor of a small furnace, .so 
constructed as to obtain an intense 
heat, the cups are placed, and under 
the action of the fire the lead flux 
passes up the chimney in a vapor. 
AVhen the process is completed the 
half-dozen tinybone cups are removed, 
and glistening in the bottom in each is 
found a minute silver button, perhaps 
so small as to be scarcely distinguish- 
able with the naked eye. 


The assayer takes these buttons, one 
by one, flattens them out and puts 
them on a pair of scales capable of 
weighing a body much less than the 
one-millionth of a pound. 
The scales 
are inclosed in glass, as even a breath 
of air would disturb the balance, and 
weights like little pieces of hair are 
moved by levers passing though the 
glass to their places. 
Weights are 
noted and calculations are made, and 
the assayer tells you that your ore 
contains 
753 ounces of silver 
to 
the ton, fourteen ounces of gold, 
and that there is moreover in a ton of 
ore 000 ounces of copper. Perhaps yon 
have taken samples of the ore yourself 
and carried them to another assayer 
and now compare the assays of each. 
If satisfied you go to the office and re- 
ceive a cheque for so many thousand 
dollars, and your interest in the ore 
ceases. But let us follow it and see if 
this miscellaneous collection of rocks 
actually does contain silver and gold. 


Awaiting the orders of the metallur- 
gist, the ore has been arranged in piles, 
each of which has a shingle stuck in 
in with a number. The metallurgist 
having determined with what other 
ores it is to be fluxed, the piles are or- 
dered into the long roasting furnaces 
to be desulphurized. 
Put in at the 
end, where the heat is least, they are 
moved forward every four hours by 
means of a long poker, which also 
serve to thoroughly stir up and expose 
to the heat every portion of the ore, 
until at last they arrive at the end, 
where they come in contact with the 
full force of the flames. Then they 
are removed to the furnaces, where the 
smelting is to be done—very large re- 
verberatory ovens in which the charge 
is made up under the direct orders of 
the metallurgist. 


From the white heat of these furnaces 
the slag is drawn ofl", much as in the 
ordinary iron blast furnace, and a little 
late I- another aperture is made and the 
"matte," as the impure metal is called, 
is run off. You see now a black- 
looking substance, having a metalic 
r.'ng, 
and 
somewhat 
resembli::g 
i)ig iron, but very brittle and much 
lighter in weight. The next process is 
the breaking up of this "matte" and its 
recrushing into pieces smaller than 
buckshot. 
Then again it goes into the 
roasting furnaces and forty-eight hours 
of desulphurizing takes place. 


Finally it passes to the "arrastra," 
where, in an iron chest, it is crushed 
until it is nothing but au impal})able 
black du.st, which elevators carry to 
the last ])rocess as they wouid so much 
iiour. 
Then it goes into tubs of hot 
water, where it is thoroughly mixed 
and allowed to run from the tubs into 
troughs 
containing 
copper 
jdates. 
There the water, which, by the way, 
flows out of the mixing tubs of a clear 
greenish hue, deposits its precious load 
of silver—a whitish 
looking mush 
which you can take up on a i);uldle as 
you VT'ould a bran mash, and of the 
color of oxidii:ed silver, but 
pure 
enough to go right to the mint for all 
that. 


At stated times the silver in these 
troughs is removed from the copper 
plates and carried to the meltingroom, 
where it is dei^osited on a large iron 
tray, resting over a slow fire, and upon 
which it is thoroughly dried out. 
Sil- 
ver dust it is then, and tlie process of 
turning tho rock into silver is com- 
pleted. 
It remains, however, to put 
this silver dust into a crucible and 
melt it into ingots. The refiner is done 
for the day as we arrive. There stands 
his work, eighty or ninety bricks, each 
weighing about 1,200 ounces, piled in- 
to a silver wall, and worth $91,000. 


The process of extracting the gold is 
secret one to which not even the pro- 
prietor's most intimate friends are ad- 
mitted. In. fact, the rum<!ir runs that 
the metallurgist of the establishment is 
"iet^eral «sd rieoeiTes « 
immmad* 


the Breoident, oo the .law is lil» nnfo 
one of the Medes, and the secret re- 
mains in tha possession of those whose 
interest it is to maintain it. 


The copper, which gives the green* 
iih hue to the water already alluded 
to, is taken from it after all the silver 
has fallen, by being passed over old 
scrap iron.—Yenowines News 
{Mil- 
waukee).

head, and closing his eyes for some 
moments, silently engaged in prayer. 
He said to me, "I see from the number 
of physicians, that you think my condi- 
tion dangerous, but I thank God, if it 
is His wUI, that I am ready to go." 
About daylight on Sunday morning, 
Mrs. Jackson informed him that his re- 
covery was very doubtful, and that it 
was better that he should be prepared 
for the worst. He was silent for a mo- 
ment, and then said: "It will be infinite 
gain to be translated to heaven." 
He 
advised his wife, in the event of his 
death, to return to her father's house, 
and added: "You have a kind and good 
father, but there is no one so kind and 
good as your Heavenly Father." 
He 
still expressed a hope of his recovery, 
but requested her, if he should die, to 
have him buried in Lexington, in the 
valley of Virginia.

down he would be with his Savior. He 
replied:

Occa- 
sional intervals of return of his mind 
would appear, and during one of them, 
I offered him some brandy and water, 
but he declined it, saying, "It will only 
delay my departure, and do no good; I 
want to preserve my mind, if possible, 
to the last." About half-past one he 
was told that he had but two hours to 
live, and he answered again, feebly, but 
firmly, "Very good, it is all right." A 
few moments before he died, he cried 
out in his delirium, "Order A. P. Hill 
to prepare for action; pass the infantry 
to the front rapidly; tell Maj.

In the spirit which prevaded his whole 
I article, this News writer, upon his own 
; gratitutous presumption that Lowry in- 
I tends to contest the seat in congress 
I taken from him by void votes, asks: 
"Is'i^t it piiiful, is'nt it disguating to 
contemplate the picture of desperate 
wicked clinging to office that this case 
presents?" 
With a pretension to virtue 
and an affectation of scorn and contempt 
which poorly become him, he further 
asks: 
"Who are these curs that are 
barking at the 
heels of 
this man, 
(White,) whom the people have so 
highly honored?" etc.

make 
a 
foreigner a citizen of 
the United 
States, in the sense of the constitution? 
The intention may be changed in an 
hour after the oath is taken, and the man 
remain as much an alien as before. The 
best evidence of the continued intention 
is that the holder of "the first paper," 
the declaration of intention, shall so 
soon as the law permits, consummate the 
intention by the oath and other proof 
which alone entitled him to legal citizen 
ship.

true, White's military service was less 
that of a fighter, bareing his breast to 
bullets, than that of an army sutler, reap- 
ing large gains from the necessities and 
hard earned pay of the real soldiers, who 
did the fighting; are not questions which 
will decide the real question, "Will 
James B. White, on the fourth day of 
March next, have been for seven years 
a duly naturalized citizen of the United 
Stutes and entitled then to hold a seat 
in congress? That is the question, the 
law and facts of which I propose fairly 
to discuss, to the end, that the truth be 
known, and justice done.

7,578 boys and girls in the St. Peters- 
burg schools during the last five years, 
and found headache in 868, that is, 11.6 
per cent. He states that the percentage 
of headache increase» almost in a direct 
progression with the age of the children, 
as well as with the number of hours 
occupied by them for mental labor; 
thus, while headache occurred in only 
5 per cent, of the children aged 8, it at- 
tacked from 28 to 40 per cent, of the 
pupils aged from 14 to 18. The author 
argues that an essential cause of obsti- 
nate headache in school children is the 
excessive mental strain enforced by the 
present educational program, which 
leaves out of consideration the pecu- 
liarities of the child's nature and the 
elementary principles of scientific hy- 
giene. 
The overstrain brings about an 
increased irritability of the brain, and 
consecutive disturbances in the cerebral 
circulation. Prof. Bystroft emphatically 
insists upon the imperative necessity of 
permanently admitting medical men to 
conferences of school boards.

FACTS, INCIDENTS AND REMINIS- 
CENCES OF HIS CAREER. 


His Boyhood's Ambition Was to Be m 
Political licader—He H a d His 
Wisb 
a n d More, but F o u n d That Mfo Was 
Not Worth Uviuy. 


A few times after the q)rmg of 1885 a worn 
iTOking, rather colorless man, with whitened 
side whiskers, was to be seen walking about 
Fifth avenue and Broadway, New York. 
It 
was only a very few times, but those who 
saw the worn looking man always turaed to 
look at him the second time. 
A thought 
struck them; could that be ex-President Ar- 
thur? It looked like his pictures, as they 
had been seen hundreds of times, and yet 
so changed. 


It was ex-President Arthiu-, and just so had 
he changed. 
In the years from the summer 
of 1881 to 1885 he turned from a young man 
to an old one. 
It is not too much to say that 
the shot which struck Garfield at last killed 
Arthur. 


The day that shot was fired Arthur was on 
his way from Albany to JSew York. 
He had 
come down by the night boat. 
It was in th« 
bitterest and hot- 
test of

torial 
fight, 
and 
the 
vice-president 
had been to Albany 
trying to 
re-elect 
Conkling to a seat 
from which he had 
resigned b e c a u s e

light of taking sides 
agamst 
the presi- 
dent. 
EX-PRESIDKNT ARTHTTR. 


The boat on which Arthur came to New 
York was delayed by fog, and did not get in 
till 11 o'clock. 
As it touched the dock a 
messenger leaped on board. 
Senator Conk 
ling stood on deck. 


"Garfield was shot at Washington this 
morning," said the messenger to him. 


Conkling turned without a word and went 
into the vice-president's state room with news 
of the tragedy. 
Arthur was never the same 
man from that day on. 
He knew too well 
what the opposition faction in the Republican 
party would say and believe to the end of 
time. 
It woi-e on his soul. 
He carried it 
with him as a burden by day and it lay beside 
him close upon his heart by night. 
He was 
over 6 feet tall, a man of splendid physique, 
but he was sensitive as a child. 
One of his 
intimate friends says since his death: 
"The 
assassination of Garfield neai-ly killed him," 
It did so in fact. 
From boyhood he had 
wished to play a great role in politics. 
More 
than tliirty years ago he said to a school 
friend: 


"It is my ambition to be a politician. 
I 
want to be a leader of men, and one who 
helps to sbajH; the policy of ti groat political 
party. 
J »k.ii t think there is any nobler 
work for a man than that," 


Ho had his wish to the letter. 
From one 
office oi" political pn't'crinent to another he 
went till he reaclx-.l tin- very top. 
Every 
place that he ocoupicd. too, lie iUled with 
(listinoliislied ability. 
During- the war he 
was first judge advocate <>l' the Second brig- 
ade of New York, and ait' i warfls engineer 
in chiel' on ihostatrof (iovernor Morgan of 
that state. 
In both tliese capacities he did 
more tiiaii any other man in New York to 
equip soldiers and forward them rapidly to 
the seat of war. 
On the governor's staff it 
wii-s part of hi.s duties to look after the de- 
fences of New York harbor.

Arthur's next imi)ortant office was that of 
collector of the port of New York. 
To this 
day in that citj-^ his administration of the 
office is spoken of as a moilel one. 
It would 
have gladdened the hearts of the civil service 
reformers if they had existed at that time. 
He made no changes at all except for cause, 
and removals during his term were only 
per cent, of the force per year as against 28 
per cent, in the time of his predecessor. 
Pro- 
motions were made by a regular system of 
advancement from lower to higher grades. 


When nominated for the vice-presidency 
he held no office except chairman of the state 
republican committee of New York. 
He 
was a warm partisan and a warm friend, 
and this led to all the trouble which culmi- 
nated in the assas-sination of Garfield. 
But 
after that tragic event, whatever could have 
been said of him before, his behavior was 
unexceptionable. 


TAKING OATH OF OFFICE. 


He was the 
most 
courteous and beet 
dressed gentleman in America. 
As presi- 
dent he was approachable and kindly to alL 
There was a grace and dignity in his pose 
and bearing which might be commended to 
all his coimtrymen. 
Whatever a president 
could do to be both useful and ornamental to 
tbe country, Arthur did, to the best of his 
ability. 
There is no doubt of that. 
And 
whatever he did was done in good taste. 
Hé 
entertained so generously and handsomely 
thtit he spent nearly all his presidential sal- 
ary as he went. 
It is told that he had eighty 
pairs of trousers at once. 


The good will of the larger portion of the 
Republican party dowly returned to him. 
Even active hostility sank at least into in* 
difference. 


So the boy's dream of being a politíícal 
leader was fulfilled. He had got his wish 
and more than be e3q)ected. But it crushed

"District Attorney Rollins stepped forward 
and offered his hand to congratulate the pres- 
ident, but before G^n. Arthur could raise his 
hand his son Allan, who was as taU as his 
father, sprang between them, saying, "Me 
first, papa!" and throwing his arms around 
his father, kissed him. 
The president folded 
both ai'ms around his son and fondly em- 
braced him before he received the congratu- 
lations of the rest of us. 
It was a touching 
scene, and one which left an impression on all 
who were present." 


He took his seat, and as time went on his 
term became tranquil. 
He lived down the 
bitterness of those who had been his enemies. 
Then it was that the enemy whom no man 
can stave off appeared. 
President Arthur 
began to fail slightly at first, then more and 
more. 
Liver and kidney derangement, the 
result of worry and intense suppressed feel- 
ing, appeared. 
His heart became seriously 
enlarg^. There was a susceptibility to colds 
which 
was troublesome, even dangerous. 
Then his stomach began to fail. This man 
of 
superb . physique 
could 
no 
longer 
digest 
his food. 
It 
could not be dis- 
guised; 
Bright's 
disease—that grim fol- 
lower of intense and long continued men- 
tal 
worry—had 
appeared. 
Then 
Arthur 
and Arthur's physicians alike knew that it 
was aU up with him, though he was only 56 
when he died. 
All the world began to speak 
of him kindly and to recall his past good 
deeds. 
So it is always with dying men." The 
newspapers recalled among other things how 
he alone had fought for and secured the right 
of the colored race to ride in public convey- 
ances in New York city, the same as white 
people.

A Hoase in a Califomia Desert. 


Toward ndon of the fifth day's drive 
I came npon an exalted example of 
what can be accomplished with a little 
work and a little water in a California 
desert. For two hours the road had 
led over a sandy waste, sparsely covered 
by a growth of dwarf cedars.

and there were patches strewn with 
lava rock, reminders of Moutifc Shasta's 
former volcanic activity. 
The sand it- 
self looked like ashes, and the whole

hotu-s dragged on, and the horses toiled 
more and more wearily through the 
sand, the question of a dinner and noon- 
day rest began to grow serious. A cabin 
came in sight, and, strangely enough, 
right in tho desert beside it was a big 
pond covering perhaps five acres of 
ground, that was one immense long 
spring of cold water. 
An Irish bach- 
elor lived in the cabin in as rude a fash- 
ion as any of 
his kindred in the 
Green Isle. 
There was no thought 
of asking hospitality in his dirty, floor- 
less hut, but he gave the cheering infor- 
mation that "the finest place ye ivor saw" 
was only two miles further on; and sur 
enough, there in the sandy waste soon 
opened a vision of trees, grain-fields and 
meadows, and of a pretty white house 
with wide piazzas and a flower garden in 
front.

and wait for a deer to pass.

road, with neitlier scliool nor clmrch 
nearer tjKin liftv miles, but they were 
bright, well-informed and contented, 
and enjoyed nearly all tho comforts to 
bo got out of coimtry living anywhere.

St&ined Glass. 


In making stained glass windows, tin 
coloring matter—red, gTeen, flesh-color, 
or whatever it may be—is first stirred 
with the glass in its molten state. 
When it is rolled into sheets and cools 
it comes out the brilliant hue desired. 
Next, imagine an old-fashioned patch- 
work quilt, where the little blocks or 
leaves are cut out by means of paper 
patterns, and sewed together to make 
the complete figure. There you have 
the idea of the stained glass windows. 
Artists who are adepts make a large de- 
sign of the painting wanted. 
Difterent 
small parts of it are transferred from 
this, and pasteboard patterns made from 
these like the patchwork quilt. 
The 
glass is cut into the shape desired with 
a diamond. 
Then the pieces are joined 
together into the perfect whole. 
The 
edges are united by means of solder 
and lead, where the patchwork bits 
would be sewed with a needle. 
Thus, 
making a stained glass window is abotit 
as much mechanical as tirtistic. 
Kare 
and fine work, such as the human face 
and parts of the human figuae, are 
painted ujion the glass, requiring the 
touch of an artist.

ago they laid the iirst brick pavement, 
and twelve yearji after it seemed to me 
to be in as perfect condition as when 
lirst laid. 
Tires do not break or crack 
it, as they roll along as if on a floor." 


"How does it cost in comparison to 
wood?" 


"I cannot tell, but it is cheaper when 
wear 
is 
taken 
into 
consideration. 
Wooden pavements are only an ex- 
l)edieut, having to be constantly re- 
paired. 
Then cedar 
blocks will not 
last forever. 
Tlicre will have to be a 
c'liange soon." 


"AMiat kind of brick is used?" 
"Fitlier comuiou rod brick or tire 
brick. 
At Wliecling lire brick is used, 
and, l)v the way, the bricks are patented. 
Tlioy live wider at tJie bottom than at 
the top, thus permitting sand to,work 
into the int^u-stices." 


"How are they laid?" 
"With the edges up on a bed of sand, 
below whic]i is a framework of timbers. 
Tliere is a fortune for the man who in- 
troduces brick pavements into this city. 
Tliere is no use talking, brick is to be 
the pavement of the future."

How Children Ought to BeSroaght Up— 
Sins That Are Inherited. 


The text v;as Genesis xiiv. 30: 
"Seeing 
thathislife was bound up in the lad's life," 
and the following was the discourse: 


These words were spoken by Judah as 
descriptiTB of the tondemess and affection 
which Jacob felt toward Benjamin, 
the 
youngest sou of that patriarchal family; 
but there are words just as appropriate to 
many a parent in this house—since "his 
life is bound up in the lad's life." I have 
known p.ircnts that seemed to have but 
little interest in their children. 
A father 
Bays: "My son lunst look out for himself. 
If he comes up well, all right; if he turns 
out badly I cannot help it. 
I am not re- 
sponsible for his behavior. 
He must take 
the same risk in life as I took." As well 
might the shei?herd throw a lamb into a den 
of lions and then say: "Little lamb, look 
out for yourself!" 


It is generally the case that even the 
beast looks after its young. 
I have gone 
throuiih the woods on a summer's day, and 
I have heard a great outciy iu a bird's nest, 
and I have climbed up to see what WHS (he 
matter. 
I fouud out that the bird.s were 
starving and that the mother bird had gone 
off not to come back »gain. 
But that is an 
exception. 
It is generally the case that 
the old bird will pick your eyes out rather 
than let you come nigh iis brood. 
The 
lion will rend you iu twain if you approach 
too nearly the whelps; the fowl in the barn- 
yard, clumsy-foott'd aud heavy-wiuged, 
tiies iicrcely at you if you eonie too near the 
little group, ami God"intended every father 
and mother to be the protection and the 
help of the child. 
Jesus comes into every 
dwelling and says to the father andmother: 
"You have been looking after the child's 
body and mind; the time has come wlieu 
you ought to bo looking after its immortal 
soul." 
I stand before hundreds of people 
with whom the fiuestion morning, noon, 
and night is; 
"What is to becomo of the 
child? 
^Vhat will be its history? 
Will it 
choose paths of virtue or vice? 
"Will it ac- 
cept Christ or reject Him? 
"Where will it 
spend eternity?" 


I read of a vessel that foundered. 
The 
boats were launched; many of the passen- 
gers were struggling in the 
water. 
A 
mother with one hand beat the waves, and 
with the other hand lifted up the little child 
toward the lifeboat, crjing: 
"iSave my 
childl Save my child!" 
The impassioned 
outcry of that mother is the prayer of hun- 
dretlB of ('hristian people who sit listen- 
ing this morning while I speak. 
I projiose 
to show some of the causes 'of parental 
anxiety, and then how that anxiety may be 
alleviated. 


I tiud the first cause of parental anxiety 
in the ineiiiciency aud imperfection of par- 
ents themselves. 
AVe have a slight hojie, 
all of us, that our children may escape our 
faults. 
We hide our imperfections, aud 
think they will Kteer clear of them. 
Alas, 
there is a poor prospect of that! 
There is 
more probability that they will choose our 
vices than our virtues. 
There is something 
like sacreclness in parental imperfections, 
when the child looks upon them. 
'J he 
folly of the parents is not eo repulsive 
when the child looks at it. 
He says: 
"Father indulges iu it; mother indulges in 
it; it can't be so bad." 
Your boy, Id years 
of age, goes np a back street smoking his 
cigar—an old stump he found iu the street 
—aud a neighbor accosts him and says: 
"What are you doiug this.for? What would 
your father saj- if ho knew it?" 
'The boy 
says: 
"Oh, father does that 
himself!" 
There is not one of us this morning that 
would deliVjerateh'^ choose that his children 
shoiild in all things follow his example, 
and it is the consciousness of iniperrectiou 
of our ¡¡art as parents that makes us most 
anxious for our children. 


We are also distressed on account of the 
unwisdom of discipline and instruction. 
It requires a great deal of ingenuity to 
build a house or fashion a ship, but more 
ingeuuit}- to build the (emple of a child's 
character and launch it on the great ocean 
of time and eternity. 
Where there is one 
parent that seems qualified for the work 
there seems to be twenty parents who 
miserably fail. 
Here is a father who says: 
"My child shall know nothing but religion; 
he shall hear nothing but religion; he shall 
see nothing but religion." 
The bo}' is 
aroused at G o'clock in the morning to re- 
cite the 
Ten 
Comniandments. 
He 
is 
awakened oft' the sofa on Sunday night to 
see how much he knows of the Westminster 
catechism. 
It is religion morning, noon, 
and night. 
Passages of Scripture are 
plastered on the bedroom #all. 
He looks 
for the day of the month in a religions 
almanac. 
Every minister that comes to 
the house is told to take the boy aside and 
talk 1o him and tell him what a great sin- 
ner he is. 
After a while the boy comes to 
that period of life when he is too old for 
chastisement, and too young to know and 
feel the force of moral principle. 
Father 
and Riofher are sitting up for the boy to 
come home. 
It is 'J o'clock at night—10 
o'clock—it is 12 o'clock—it is half past 
twelve, and they hear 
the knight 
key 
jingle in the door. They saj' he is coming. 
George goes very softly throtigh the hail, 
hoping to get up stairs before he is ac- 
costed. 
The father says, "(ieorge, where 
have you been?" "Been out!" Y'es, he has 
been out, and he has been down, and he is 
on the broad road to destruction, for this 
life and the life to come. 
Father says: 
"There is no use iu the Ten Command- 
ments; the catechism seems to me to be an 
utter failure." Ah, my friend, you make a 
verj' great mistake. 
You stuffed that child 
with religion uutil he could not digest it; 
you made that which is joy in many house- 
holds an abhorrence in yours. 
A man in 
midlife said to mo: 
"I can't becomo a 
Christian. 
In my father's house I got such 
a prejudice against religion I don't want 
any of it. 
Lly ftither was one of the best 
men that ever lived, but he had such severe 
notions about things, aud he jammed re- 
liszion down my throat, until I don't want 
any of it, sir." 
There have been some who 
have erred in that direction. 


There are households where mother pulls 
one way and father pulls the other. Father 
says: 
"My son, I told you the first time I 
caught you in a falsehood I would chastise 
you, and now I arn going to do it." Mother 
says: 
"Don't, let him off' this time." In 
some families it is all scolding and fretful- 
ness with the child; from Monday morning 
to Saturday night it is that style of culture. 
The boy is picked at, and picked at, and 
picked at. 
Now, you might better give 
one sound chastisement and have done 
\*ith it, than to indulge in the perpetual 
scolding and fretfulncss. 
There is more 
health in one good thiiuderstorm than in 
three or four days of cold drizzle. 


Here is a parent who says: "I will not 
err on the side that parent has erred, in 
being too strict with his children. 
I will 
let mine do as they please. 
If they want 
to come in to prayers, they can; if they 
want to play at cards, they can; they can 
do anything they please—there shall be no 
hindrance. 
Go it! Here are tickets for 
the opera aud theater, son. 
Take your 
friends with you. 
Do whatever you de- 
sire." One day a gentleman comes in 
from the bank to his father's office and 
says: 


"They want to see you over at the bank 
a minute." Father goes into the bank. 
The cashier says: '*Is that your check?" 
Father looks at it and says: "No; I never 
gave that check. I never cross a't' in that 
way; I never make the curl to a Y in that 
•way. It is not my check; that's a forgery. 
Send for the police.** "Ab," says the 
cashier, "don't be eo quick; your son did 
tttaf." The fact was that Iho boy bad been, 
ook in diMll^iitfiiK eircleo, und flO 
fSO 
iou: and ' 


Bays: "My son, hQw can yon do so? 
I 
^av^ gfve^yoa eve^thing, you vi^ted imd 
every Sling'to make you c6inf6itkblff^ana 
happy, and now I find, in nay old age, that 
you are a spendthrift, a libertine, aiid a 
dnmkard.** The son says?' "Now, father, 
what's the u.se of your talking In that way? 
You told me I might have a good time and 
to go it. 
I have been acting on your sug- 
gestion, that's all. ** And so one parent errs 
on one side, and another parent errs on the 
other, and how to sijrike a h^ppy medium 
between severity and too great leniency, 
and train our sons and daughters for use- 
fulness on earth and bliss in heaven, is a 
question which agitates every Christian 
household in my congregation. 
Where so 
many good men and women have failed, it 
is strange that we should sometimes doubt 
the propriety of our theory and the ac- 
curacy of our kind of government. 


Again, parental anxiety often arises from 
an early exhibition of sinfulness in the 
child. 
The morning glories bloom for a 
little while under the sun, and then they 
shut up as the heat c^mes on; but there are 
flowers along the Amazon that blaze their 
beauty for weeks at a time; but the short- 
lived morning glory fulfills its mission as 
well as the Victoria Kegia. 
'There are 
some people who take forty, fifty, or sixty 
years to develop. 
Then there ai-e little 
children who tling their beauty on the 
vision and vanish. 
They are morning 
glories that cannot stand the glare of the 
hot noon sun of trial. 
You have all known 
such little children. 
They were pale; they 
were ethereal; there was something very 
wonderfully deep in the eye; they had a 
gentle foot and soft hand, and something 
almost supernatural iu their behavior— 
ready to be wafted away. 
Y'ou had such a 
one in your household. 
Gone now! 
It 
was too deliciite a plant for this rough 
world. 
The heavenly gardener saw it aud 
took it in. 
o make splendid Sundaj'- 
scbool books out of f uch children, but they 
almost idv.ays die, 
I have noticed that, for 
the most part, the children that live some- 
times get cross, and pick up bad words in 
the street, and quarrel with brother and 
sister, and prove unmistakably that they 
are wicked—as the Ijible says, going astray 
from the v.'omb, spealdng lies. 
!Seo the 
little ones in the Sabbath class, so sun- 
shmy and beautiful, you wotjld think they 
were always so, but mother, seated a little 
way oif, looks over at these children and 
thinks of the awful time she had to get 
them ready. 


After the boy or girl comes a little 
further on in lite the mark of sin upon 
them is still more evident. 
The son comes 
in from a j)Ugilistic encounter in the streets, 
bearing the marks of a defeat. 
The daugh- 
ter practices positive deception, »ind the 
l^arent says: 
"What shall I do? 
I can't 
always be correcting and scolding, and yet 
these things must be stopped." 
It is 
especially sad if the parent sees his own 
faults copied by the child. 
It is very hard 
work to pull up a nettle that we ourselves 
planted. 
AVe remember that the greatest 
h-auds thai ever shook the banlung houses 
of the country started from a boy's dece})- 
lion a good many years ago; and the gleam- 
ing blade ot the murderer is only another 
blade of the knife with which the boy 
struck at his comrade. 
The cedar of 
Lebanon, that wrestles with tlie 
blast, 
started from seed lodged iu the side of the 
mountain, aud the most tremendous dis- 
honesties of the world once toddled out 
from (he cradle. 
All these things make 
parents anxious. 


Anxiety 
on the part of parents also 
arises from the consciousness that there 
are so many temptations thrown all around 
our young people. 
It may be almost im- 
])Ossible to lake a castle by siege—straight- 
forward sie^rc—but snpnose iu tho 
night 
there is a traitor within and he goes down 
and draws the bolt and swings o}>en the 
great door, and then the castle falls im- 
medialely. 
'J'hat is the trouble with the 
hearts of the young; they have foes with- 
out aud foes within. 
There arc a great 
many who try to make our young people 
believe that it is a sign of weakness to bo 
pure. 
The man will toss his head 
and 
take dramatic uttiludes, and tell of his own 
indiscretions, and -ask the young man if he 
would not like to do the same. 
And they 
call him verdant, and they say he is green 
and unsophisticated, and wonder how he 
C!ui bear the Puritanical straight jacket. 
They tell him he ought to break from his 
mother's apron-strings, and they say: "I 
will show you all about town. 
Come with 
me. 
You ought to seo the world. 
It won't 
hurt you. 
Do as you please, it will be the 
making of you." 
After a while the young 
man siiys: "I don't want to be odd, nor can 
1 afford to sacrifice these friends, and I'll 
go and see for myself." From the gates of 
bell there goes a shout of victory. 
Fare- 
well to all innocence; farewell to all early 
restraints favorable to that innocence which 
once gene never comes back. 
I heard one 
of the best men I ever knew, 75 years of 
age, say: "Sir, God has forgiven me for all 
the sins of my lifetime, I know that; but 
there is one sin I committed at 20 years of 
age that I never will forgive myself for. It 
Bometimas comes over me overwhelmingly, 
and it absolutely blots out my hope of 
heaven." 


Y'oung man. hear it. 
How many traps 
there are set for our young people! 
That 
is what makes parents so anxious. 
Here 
are teuiptations for every form of dissipa- 
tion and every stage of it. 
The yonng 
man when he first goes into dissipation is 
very particular where he goes. 
It nmst be 
n fashionable hotel. 
He could not be 
tempted into these corner nuisances with 
red stained gl.iss and a mug of beer painted 
on the sig^ board. 
Y'ou ask the j'oung 
man to go into that place and he would 
say: "Do you mean to insnlt me?" No; it must 
be a mari)le floored barroom. 
There must 
be no lustfixl pictures behind the counter; 
there 
must 
be no drunkard hiccnpiiig 
while he 
takes his glass. 
It must lie a 
place where elegant gentlemen come in 
and click their cut glass and drink to the 
announcement of Haltering sentiment. liut 
tho young man cannot ahvays find that 
kind of a place; yet he has a thirst audit 
must be gratified. 
The down grade is 
steeper now, and he is almost at the bottom. 
Here they sit in an. oyster cellar around 
a card table, wheezing, bloated, and blood- 
shot, with cards so greasy you can hardly 
tell who has the best hand. 
But never 
mind; they are only playing for drinks. 
ShufHe away! 
Shuffle away! 
The land- 
lord stands in his shirt sleeves with hands 
on his hips, watching the game and wait- 
ing for another call to fill up the glasses. 
It is the hot breath of eternal woe that 
flushes 
that 
young 
man's 
cheek. 
In the jets of gaslight I see the shooting 
out of the fiery tongue of the worm that 
never dies. 
The clock strikes twelve; it is 
the tolling of the bell of eternity at the 
burial of a soul. 
Two hours pass on, and 
they are all asleep in their chairs. 
Land- 
lord says: 
"Come, now, wake up; it's 
time to shut up." 
Push them out into the 
air. 
They are going home. 
Let the wife 
crouch in'the corner, and the children hide 
under the bed. 
They are going home! 
What is the history of that young man? 
He began his dissipation at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, and completed the damna- 
tion in the worst grog shop in Navy street. 


But sin even does not stop here. 
It 
comes to the door of the drawing-room. 
There are men of leprous hearts that go 
into the very best classes of society. 
They 
are so fascinating—they have such a be- 
witching way of offering their arm. 
Yet 
the poison of asps is under the tongue and 
their heart is hell. 
At first their sinful de- 
vices are hidden, but after a while they 
begin to put forth their talons of death. 
Now they begin to show really what they 
are. 
Suddenly, although you could not 
have expected it, they were so charming in 
their manner, so fascinating in their ad- 
dress, suddenly a cloud, blacker than was 
ever woven of miilnight or hurricane, drops 
npon some domestic circle. 
There is agony 
in the parental bosom that none but the 
Lord God Almighty can measure—an agony 
that wishes that the children of the house- 
hold had been swallowed by the grave,

npon themf No! no! A Tillain, kid-gloved,

with glee, and all the voices of hell uttered ! for heaven?" I heard of a mother, who, 
a loud na! ha! 
Oh, there iire Ecorea and t when the house was afire,^in the excitement 
hundreds of homes that have been blasted, i of the occasion got out a great many val- 
uable things—many choice articles of furni- 
ture—but did not think to ask until too 
late: "Is my child safe?" It was too late 


and if the awful statistics could be fully 
set before you, j'our blood would freeze 
into a solid cake of ice at the heart. 
Do 
you wonder that fathers and mothers are 
anxious about their children, and that they 
ask themselves the question day and night: 
What is to become of them? what will be 
their destiny? 


I shall devote the rest of my remarks to 
alleviation of parental anxiety. 
Let me 
say to you, as parents, that a great deal of 
that anxiety will be lifted if you will begin 
early with your children. 
Tom Paine said: 
"The first five years of ray life I became an 
infidel." A vessel goes out to sea; it has 
been five days out. 
A storm comes on it; it 
springs a leak; the helm will not work; 
everything is out of order. 
What is the 
matter? 
The ship is not seaworthy, and 
never was. 
It is a poor time to find it out 
now. 
Under the fnry of the storm the 
vessel goes down, with 250 passengors, to a 
watery grave. 
The time to make the ship 
pea\Yorthy was in the dry dock before it 
started. 
Alas for us, if we wait until our 
children get out into the world before we 
try to bring upon them the influence of 
Christ's religion! 
I tell you. the dry dock 
of the Christian hou'.e irs the place where 
we are to fit Iheni for usefulness and for 
heaven. 
In this world, under the storm of 
vice and temptation, it will be too late. 
Iu 
the domeslic circle you decide whether 
your child shalt be truthful or false— 
whether it shall be ueiu rous or penurious 


then. 
The flames had encircled all; the 
child was gone! Oh, my dear friend, when 
sea and land shall burn in the final confla- 
gration will your children be safe? 


I wonder if what I have said this morn- 
ing has not struck a chord in some one in 
the audience who had a good father and 
mother, but who is not yet a Christian? Is 
that your history? 


Do you know why you came here this 
momirg? 
God 
sent you to have that 
memory revived. 
Your dear 
Christian 
mother, how she loved you! You remem- 
ber when you were sick how kindly she at- 
tended you; the night was not too long, 
and you never asked her to turn the pillow 
but she did it! You remember her prayers 
also: you remember how some of yoti—I do 
not know where the man is in the audience 
—how some one hero broke his mother's 
heart.

O mother! that it is what you do that is 
going to aff'ect your children, and not what 
you say. 
You tell your children to be- 
come C^'hristians while you are not, 
and 
they will not. 
Do you think Xoah's family 
would have gone into the ark if he had not 
gone in? 
'They would say: "Xo, there is 
something about that boat that is not right; 
father has not gone iu." 
You cannot push 
children into the kingdom of God; 
you 
have got to pull tbeni iu. 
'There has been 
many a general in a tower or castle looking 
at his army fighting, but that is not the 
kind of a man to arouse enthusiasm among 
his troops. 
It is a Garibaldi or Xapoleon 
I. w ho leaps into the stirrups, aud dashes 
into the conflict, and has his troops follow- 
ing him with a wild huzza. 
So you can- 
not stand off" in your impenitent state and 
tell your ctildren to go ahead into the 
Christian life, and have them go. 
You 
must yourself dash into the Christian con- 
flict; you must lead them and not tell them 
to go.

A thick covering 
of this substance in laid over tho wire 
this is thickly tarred, then coverei 
with liuen tape aud another coating o 
:«r laid on. This is needed to kee 
.he gutta pc'R-Iia from the atmosphere, 
exposure to which causes it to ITIIC 
and decay, thus destroying the insula- 
tion. In Germany the Bnbtorraaeau 
[ i es aro covered similarly to ocean 
cables, with layers of gutta percha, 
about which is wound tarred homp, tho 
whole encased hi a covering of irou. 
In Kngland there are ovor ten thousand 
miles of underground wire iu opera- 
tion, but it in complained that the in- 
sulation obtniuod through thoir methoi 
of covering wire ia not perfect, that 
rats often get into the pipes and gna 
the gutta porclia envelopes, and tha 
these avo also injured by insects and 
species of fungus.

ments iu insulation havo beon tried i 
this country.

The boat on which Arthur came to New- 


York- vra.i delayed by fog, and did not get in 
till 11 o'clock. As it touched tho dock a 
nwssenger leaped on bourd. Senator Conk 
ing stood on deck. 


''Onrfield was shot at Washington this 


morning," snid tho messenger to him. 


Conkiing turned without a word and went 


nto the view-president's state room with news 
of the tragedy. Arthur was never the same 
man from tlmt day on. Ho knew too well 
what, tho opposition fiu.'Uuii in tho Republican 
uirty would say and bulitvo to the end of 
:me. It woi-e on his soul. He carried It 
~ith hiiii as n burden by day und It lay beside 
im clusu upon his heart by night. He was 
verOfeotUill, anuuiof splendid physique, 
ut he was sensitive as a child. One of hfa 
itiuiute friends soys since his death: "Tho 


assassination of Garflold nearly killed him."
